first sub to cruise abroad with a 
full load of 16 Polaris m issiles, 
the Patrick Henry is the first of 
the fleet of IO American rocket- 
firing au te that will use the Holy 
Loch as a base within m issile 
range of the Soviet Union.

MRS. LEWARS 


A paper on the life and work of 
M rs. 
Elsie 
Singm aster Lewars, 
first Adam s County woman to be 
listed in Who's Who and one of 
nom inees for the proposed Hall of 
Fam e to be created by the Adams 
County 
Historical 
Society, 
was 
presented at the M arch m eeting 
of the society Tuesday evening 
at the courthouse. 
The 
paper 
was 
read 
by 
its 
author, Miss Nina G Storrick, for 
m any years a friend of Mrs. Lew­ 
ars and often her traveling com ­ 
panion as she gathered m aterial 
for her 41 books and hundreds of 
short stories. 
The prolific literary works of 
Mrs. Lew ars, who died Septem ber 
30, 1958, including short stories, 
history, 
biography 
and 
fiction, 
“ m eet the qualifications of a great 
w riter,” Miss Storrick said. She 
noted that M rs. Lew ars’ writings 
appeared in 80 or m ore publica­ 
tions and represented a “ prodigi­ 
ous am ount of literary work.” 
GETTYSBURG INFLUENCE 
Miss Storrick reviewed events 
in the life of Elsie Singm aster 
from her birth August 20, 1879. at 
Schuylkill Haven where her father 
was serving his first pastorate. 
Elsie Singm aster graduated from 
high school at Allentown and had 
hitched her wagon to a literary 
sta r as early as the age of IO when 
she began writing 
essays. 
She 
went to West Chester State Nor­ 
mal School two years, then to 
Cornell to learn to w rite for two 
years and received her degree 
from Radcliffe. Her connections 
with G ettysburg date from the 
tim e her father joined the Lu­ 
theran Theological Sem inary fac­ 
ulty where he later becam e presi­ 
dent. 
In 1912, Elsie Singm aster and 
Harold Lewars were m arried and 
lived in H arrisburg until her hus­ 
band’s death in 1915, a short tim e 
after which she lost her only child 
at birth. 
“ G ettysburg had a great influ­ 
ence on the career of Elsie Sing- 
m a fte r,” Miss Storrick said, “ for 
she once said there's a story in 
every fence corner here.” Many of 
her 
writings were laid 
in this 
com m unity and among the Penn­ 
sylvania G erm ans whom she had

It stalks ahead and 
leads the man with it And al­ 
though power itself conies from 
many sources and is really great­ 
er than the man, yet does the 
man drive the power that pulls 
him on and up. 
Some day the unused power in 
the sun is going to be utilized. 
The use of space is still in its in­ 
fancy. 
Man s plans, are daily being up­ 
set. He is just beginning to see 
that he must build far into the 
future—and this means looking 
into ways for the developing and 
concentrating of power. 
The reason why the lives of so 
many grow 
uninteresting early 
in life is because they outwear 
their original clothes—made only 
for a little time We now live in an 
age where we must begin to think 
in terms of the many—of nations, 
races and of ages. 
We must remember also that 
we are but atoms in the one great 
plan of the universe 
And if we would gain the great­ 
est amount of individual happi­ 
ness. we must earnestly seek to 
bring out the most power of which 
we are capable—and to use it to 
the full in the work of our every­ 
day hies. 


LOS ANGELES (A P)-For 15 
years twin brothers Edgar and 
Alvin Cohn saved money so they 
could quit their jobs in New York 
City and come to Los Angeles to 
start new lives. 
Last July they had $1,600. Ed­ 
gar, a waiter, and Alvin, an ele­ 
vator operator, quit and came 
here. 
But by now they were 56—and 
they found age an obstacle to em­ 
ployment. Jobs were brief. Re­ 
cently there weren't any 
Mon­ 
day night, after eight months in 
a strange city, they found them­ 
selves penniless — their savings 
gone—and unemployed They de­ 
cided on suicide. 
They jumped together 
in to 
Echo Park Lake near downtown 
Los Angeles. 
LAKE TOO SHALLOW 
What they didn’t know — they 
could walk across the shallow 
lake. They landed chest-deep in 
the cold water, stood a few min­ 
utes in bitter frustration, then 
waded ashore. 
A policeman found them hud­ 
dled in a boathouse. He took them 
to a receiving hospital, where 
they told their story. 
“What was there left for us?” 
asked Alvin. 
“There is no work at all,” said 
Edgar. 
As police took them to the Un­ 
ion Rescue Mission for food and 
lodging, Alvin shook his head 
sadly. 
“Now,” he said, “everyone will 
know we are failures.” 


Most of us need guidance ivhen we are hurt. A t those times 
we ask beseechingly and repeatedly. Perhaps all too often God 
hears a cry from a man or woman or child who couples his 
adoration with an itemized plea. 
Archbishop Francois Fenelon (16511715), whose archdiocese 
was in Cam brat, France, was one whose personal prayer was al­ 
most entirely selfless, lie wrote a prayer called “Teach Me," 
which is an exquisite sentiment. Still, God admonished man to 
ask and he shall receive. This means, as I see it, that the peti­ 
tioner should be specific in his prayers. He must ask for the 
home, or the job. or the health that he feels he needs. 
Some whose prayers are not answered affirmatively feel that 
God has not listened. They, as any cleric of any church can 
explain, are wrong in concluding this. God listens to all pleas, 
and, being omnipotent, He is able to listen to millions of prayers 
in a day and to heed all of them. He grants those which He is 
disposed to grant. 
A most tragic situation is to hear a mother praying for the 
recovery of a sick child and to know the child will die. It almost 
never occurs to the gfier-stricken mother that God. in His 
infinite wisdom, secs deeper, more protracted pain ahead for the 
child if he is permitted to live. 
Or it may be that He desires, for His own reasons, to bring 
that particular child closer to Himself. 
The following is Bishop Fenelon's prayer, “Teach Me": 
I ORD, I know not what I ought to ask of Thee; Thou only knowest 
what I not'd; Thou loves! me better than I know how to love 
myself. O Father; give to Thy child that which he himself knows 
not how to ask. I dare not ask eitlier for crosses or consolations; I 
simply present myself before Thee, I open my heart to Thee. Behold 
my needs which I know not myself; see and do according to Thy 
tender mercy. Smite or heal; depress me. or raise me up; I adore 
all Thy purposes without knowing them; I am silent; I offer myself 
in sacrifice; I yield myself to Thee; I would have no other desire 
than to accomplish Thy will. Teach me to pray. Pray Thyself in me. 
Amen.

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HARRISBURG 'AP' - Senate 
Democrats held the door open to­ 
day for revival of a defeated bill 
that would legalize the use of ra­ 
dar by state police to curb high­ 
way speeding. 
The controversial legislation was 
defeated Tuesday night on a vote 
that capped a day-long series of 
mix-ups and parliamentary ma­ 
neuvers 
On a straight party line vote. 
Democrats provided 25 votes for 
passage—one short of the required 
26-vote 
constitutional 
majority. 
Republicans had 22 negative votes 
and three absent members. 
TWO SWITCH VOTES 
Sens. Fred B. Rooney. D-North- 
arnpton, Charles R 
Weiner, D- 
Philadelphia, and Martin Silvert, 
D*Philadelphia. switched t h e i r 
vote from “yes” to “no” in a 
parliamentary move that would 
allow the bill to be reconsidered 
again—possibly next week 
Under Senate rules motions for 
reconsideration of the vote on a 
bill must be made by senators 
who voted with the prevailing side 
—in this case the side defeating 
the radar bill. 
The day-long running battle on 
radar was the highpoint of the 
week’s legislative docket in both 
houses. 
MOUSE RETURNS TOOAY 
It was the only bill voted upon 
by the Senate in its two-day 
meeting before adjournment until 
3 p rn., Monday. 
The house was to return today. 
Legislation to enact Gov. Law­ 
rence's proposed budget was sub­ 
mitted in the House 
A package of 56 bills would pro- 
vide appropriations totaling $970,- 
656,'285. The largest single meas­ 
ure was the huge General Appro­ 
priations Bill providing funds for 
virtually all state agencies. It 
totaled $902,603,556 
Scores of smaller appropriations 
totaled $68.052 729 
The largest 
single appropriation, beside the 
general government bill, was ti®.* 
507.760 for Pennsylvania State Uni­ 
versity. 
DEMONSTRATION FUMBLED 
Rep. J. Dean Polen, chairman 
of the Appropriations Committee, 
said he expected the bills to reach 
the floor of the House for action 
within two or three weeks 
The money bills did not include 
some $19 million in appropriations 
requested for state-aided homes 
and hospitals. 
But introduction of the appro­ 
priations in the House fell under 
the shadow of the Senate activity. 
The radar disturbance began 
when a morning demonstration of 
the device put on by the state po­ 
lice for the .senators went slightly 
haywire. 
LOST VOTES 
Measurement of the speed of 
one auto in the test was so far 
off 
that 
Police Commissioner 
Frank G. McCartney said, “ It 
can't be. It can t be." 
But some Republican lawmak­ 
ers who had indicated they would 
support the radar proposal felt it 
definitely could be. 
“This is one gentleman whose 
vote was changed by what he saw 
this morning.” said Sen.

R-Delaware, in debate on 
the bill Tuesday. 
In 1959 Bell, then a member of 
the House, was active in support 
of radar legislation and voted for 
a measure that later died in a 
Republican-controlled Senate.

PLEADED GUILTY 
All three had pleaded guilty to 
a general charge of murder. The 
judges found Wilson guilty of first 
degree murder and the two others 
guilty of second degree murder. 
The boys were accused of being 
among a gang of eight Negroes 
who attacked Campiglia, an inno­ 
cent bystander, last March 21 as 
he walked home from school. Five 
other boys are in custody of ju­ 
venile authorities. 
Isaiah Crippms, defense counsel 
for Wilson and Jackson, sought 
to show before the sentences were 
imposed that a .series (rf racial in­ 
cidents spreading over several 
years were the mitigating factors 
in Wilson's case. 
NO INTENTION 
Before the sentence was im­ 
posed, Wilson said to the court: 
“I don’t have anything to say 
except that I had no intention of 
killing at all. That s all I have to 
say.” 
Among the 150 persons who 
crowded the courtroom during the 
proceedings were Campiglia’s par­ 
ents. The dead boy’s mother wept 
during the proceedings.
